Noted Mechanical - Engineer Declares 

Structure Hat About Reached the 

Limit of Its Endurance 

As President Roosevelt crossed the Brook* 
Iyn bridge en route to his traip in Jersey 
City Tuesday afternoon and saw the tre- 
mendous holiday crowd which jammed the 
structure, partly animated by a desire to 
see. him and partly by a desire to seek the 
cool breezes of Coney Island, he remarked 
to a friend that it was amazing how well 
the great span withstood the enormous 
strain, although It did seem to sway more 
than of old. If the President bad .been' 
familiar with the facta made public Tues- 
day by Edward Whitehead Cwtisa, a noted 
mechanical engineer of New York City, he 
would not perhaps bare felt so secure. 
... Mr. Curtiss says tbat the great bridge tit 
ansafe and has about reached its limit of 
endurance and that at no distant day there 
may be a disaster which will claim thous- 
ands of victims.' 

He says: "If the observer will stand 
near the middle of the span and watch the 
serpentine movement of the bridge when- 
ever a heavy train passes over It, and com- 
pare the difference in the side awing, more 
than four inches between the cable and 
superstructure, whenever a train passes 
(sixty-five times and bom) it may be seen 
tottering as an old man bearing a heavy 
burden, 

"And when the noise and tumult of 
hurrying traffic is least, one may hear the 
bridge, sigh and groan as if pleading, for, 
rest whenever a. heavy load bears upon it. 

'.'Three years ago we were startled by 
the simultaneous breaking of many saddles 
which support the bridge' by the a upended 
cables and the bridge was closed, 

"During the last month a larger number 
of these saddles on the inside north, ca bier 
near the center of the span, broke and were 
quickly and quietly removed. They broke 
because of excessive load and strain. There 
may be. others— how many no one knows— 
on the point of breaking; 
•' "Is it possible to prevent a collapse of 
the bridge?" 

"Yes. Build a small office at the middle 
of the span and compel the bridge commis- 
sioner to occupy it during the rush hour? 
nnd we may be assured no additional load 
will be allowed on the bridge until it 1b 
strengthened. If tho owners and- the in- 
spectors of the unfortunate Slocnm had 
bosh compelled to risk their lives with the 
safeguards they provided for their passen- 
gers, there would not have been that great 
loss of. life, at least without some righteous 
and avenging satisfaction, 

"Any one who will walk over the new 
bridge and then over the old one and ob- 
serve the t ibratlon, will agree it is unwise 
to increase the load on the old bridge 
This conclusion forces the "through train 
service' out of the problem, and, .much as 
U is desired, it must wait until tunnels 
under the East River are provided."

Leave No Trace 

The sheriff and bis assistants have been 
asked to maka an effort to secure a clue to 
a bold burgalry which was committed at 
tbe home of George Kirk in tbe town of 
Pleasant Prairie, Tuesday morning. Mr. 
Kirk was sleeping in tbe house at the time 
of the robbery and a light was burning in 
the room in which tfae thief must have 
worked. When Mr, Kirk retired tbe night 
before be laid hia trousers and undercloth- 
ing on a chair near the head of hia bed 
and when he awoke In the morning be 
found that the trousers and underwear had 
been taken. Tfae chair was not molested. 
Id tbe pockets of the trousers was a small 
amount of monev but he was unable to tell 
the exact amount. 

The manner in which the thief entered 
the house is a deep mystery for when Mr, 
Kirk awoke in the morning the light was 
still burning and there was absolutely 
nothing to show that a burglar had been 
there, save the fact that tbe clothing and 
money were missing. The windows and 
doors of the house were oti II securely locked 
It seems nlmost entirely impossible for the 
man to have entered tbe house nnd com- 
mitted the robery without discovery. 
Other people in the bouse heard no noise 
during the night nnd there ia not a mark 
on the floor or carpets to show the presence 
of tha intruder. It is thought that the 
robbery most have been the work of local 
tallent, as it would have been impossible 
for the man to have entered to bouse and 
escaped without his having full knowledge 
of the premises. 

In tbe meantime Mr. Kirk is out hia 
clothing and money and ii making every 
possible effort to find some clui to tho 
identity bribe robber.

SAYS JAPAN 

IS NOT 
A PERIL 

Expressing himself as being satisfied 
with the defeat of the Russian fleet by the 
Japanese and declaring his conviction tbat 
the humiliation suffered by Russia was in 
the nature of punishment for the crimes 
committed by that nation against civiliza- 
tion in the past, Dr. Milton S. Terry of tbe 
Northwestern University created a censa- 
tlon at the meeting of the Shinto Colt at 
Evanston Monday evening. 

*'I observe," he Bald, "that tbe Japanese 
gained a decided victory over tbe Russians 
in the Korean strait and I am glad of it. 
There has been too much talk about a so- 
called 'yellow peril' should the Japanese 
prove victors iu the great; contest in which 
they are engaged. I wilftnaintain always 
that the Japanese will never prove to be a 
peril to humanity, but oh the contrary? 
tbat race will yet be a potent factor' in 
the uplifting of mankind. The Japanese 
are today more civilized and enlightened, 
than are the subjects of the czar. Tbat 
being admitted how can, they be regarded 
as dangerous to the wprld*B progress? I 
see in the Japanese no menace to future 
generations in any part of the globe. 

"As for the Russians, tbey have,'for cen- 
turies been dominated by race prejudices 
and ignorance. That nation has clogged 
the wheels of progress in Europe for cen- 
turies and freedom of worship wan un- 
known. Where these things prevail among 
nations, retribution is bound to come, nnd 
Russia is suffering its. keenest pangs now,' 
The defeat of Russia by Japan will open 
the door of civilization .to its benighted 
people and it is for this, if for no other 
reason, that I rejoice in the defeat of the 
Russian cause in tho Korean strait."

Estate. 

Ba it ordained by the President and Board 

of Trustees of the Village of Antioch, 

Illinois. 

Section I,' That a certain piece ot 
property,, aa herein after described, and 
used as a gravel pit, has become useless 
for the purpose for which it was purchased, 
it is considered advisable to* sell the same.

All who set trees recognize the Im- 
portance of having then) make a 
strong, healthy growth during the ilrst 
summer, that they may wifely puss 
through tlie llrst winter; particularly is 
this necessary In sections where the 
winters are severe. Of vital Impor- 
tance is the conservation of the mois- 
ture hi the soil, it is of llttle*iise to 
pour water .on the surface of the soil 
of a clny texture, the sun will so bnke 
it th« t little of the mixture will get to 
the roots of the trees. One of the best 
plans 1* to keep tho surface noil loos- 
ened until tiftcr a. drenching rain and 
then, before the sun has n chance to 
bnke the surface noil, place a mulch of 
liny vor straw about the tree, putting 
on several inches deep and extending 
ior two or three feet above the tree.

The dnmage Togo has sustained is 
not known. Tho Japanese have not 
permitted any Information- concerning 
their losses to leak out, nor have they 
communicated it to any of the diplo- 
matic representatives of foreign powers 
in Toklo. 

All they admit In that they Jiavo" Buf- 
fered heavily, but they still have a suf- 
ficiently formidable force In shape to 
continue tho pounding of the' .flying 
Russian forces, 

Frightful Lom of lAr*. 
What tho losses sustained by thr per- 
sonnel total cannot bo ascertained.

That hns been the erperl- 
ence from the beginning. The world 
quickly finds out the Industrial condi- 
tions In the United States, nnd when 
they are * favorable Immigration re- 
sponds. Imports go up lu good times 
here because the people have more 
money to spend tnnti In ordinary peri- 
ods, and also because the borne produc- 
ers are not able to meet the home de- 
mand.

Mnplc-RHgar-rnaklng Is getting to be 
a restricted Industry, and may, Indeed, 
become a lost art. The Bureau of For- 
estry, which hns recently made n study 
Df the business, has brought some Inter- 
esting facts to light Since 1850 the 
nrcu of mti pie-sugar- farming has great- 
ly cbnngcd and shrunk. In early days 
maple-sugar wns made even In tho 
South, because en ne- sugar was scarce 
nnd expensive. In 2vew England, New 
York nnd a few other Stntes the In- 
dustry has held Its own or been ex- 
tended. The bureau finds that ueven- 
olghths of what Is sold as maple-sugar 
or mnple-symp Is spurious; but in most 
cases the adulteration Is the work of 
middlemen, not of the producers. The 
net Income of a mnple-sugar grove li 
conservatively estimated at ?3 an acrej 
and since the work enn be done at a 
time when there Is Jlttle other farm 
employment, nnd the grove will also 
furnish the fnmlly firewood without 
deterioration, n sugar-orchard Is a fair- 
ly profitable investment. 



ALIEN HORDE ALARMS, 



Prcaldent Prepare* to Brine Problem 
15efor» ConnreM and People. 
President Roosevelt has taken up tho 
immigration question and Is preparing to 
cnll It to the attention of Congress and 
the country, writes a Washington corre- 
spondent. The President believes that 
one. of the most serious problems now 
confronting the American people Is how 
to deal with the hordes of undesirable 
Immigrants Europe is pouring upon our 
shores. During the^ fiscnl year which 
ends June 30 next nil immigration rec- 
ords will he broken. In those twelve 
months well on toward a million steerage 
passengers will have arrived in the Unit- 
ed States, looking for homes or work. 
The greatest number arriving In any pre- 
vious year was 837,040. during the twelve 
months ended with .Tune, 1003. For 
1904 the total wns 812,870 and for 1005 
It will he between 000,000 and 1.000.000. 
These arc appallng figures. They nre 
the more appalling when they are analyz- 
ed and their significance- more fully un- 
derstood. They mean that In a single 
year there pours into tho country n mul- 
titude of humble people equal to or great- 
er than the present populatfon of any cine 
of eighteen States of tho Union.,, It 
means that If nil these newcomcra, poor 
of parse and most of them poorer yet 
In qualifications for citizenship, were to 
assemble In one place they would alone 
make a city exceeded In population by 
only New York, Chicago and Philadel- 
phia, It means that to every eighty 
men, women and children In the United 
States at the beginning of the year one 
Is to be added during the twelvemonth 
frsm the steerage of the transatlantic 
steamships. It menus an Increase of 
about £0 percent In the number of men 
In the United Stntes whoso, means of 
livelihood is such that they are officially 
classed us "laborers" in the census re- 
port!) — and this 20 per cent Increase tn a 
singlo year la reached by .reckoning that 
only about one-half of the new arrivals 
will join the ranks of workers at tho 
bottom of the industrial ladder.

Greater secrecy tbau ever before will 
be exercised this year concerning the 
scores made at target practice by the 
various vessels of the Atlantic fleet, * 
While some of the details of the re- 
sults may be made public, it Is not the 
Intention of the Navy Department to 
give out the scores. This government 
has never been able to gather Informa- 
tion concerning the target practices of 
other navies nnd there seems to be no 
reason why the ecores of our navy 
should be made public. Great Britain 
carefully guards all of the scores made 
by her warships. Some years ago an 
officer of u British vessel on the Asiatic 
station told of tbe results of the tar- 
get practice then just, finished. The 
Information reached this country and 
was published. A thorough Investiga- 
tion wns made" and the ofllc.ee would 
have been court-martialed If It bad 
been possible to produce positive proof 
against him. 

The expenditure's Of tbe government 
exceeded Its current Income by more 
than $0,000,000 In April, nnd the treas- 
ury deficit for the first ten months of- 
the fiscal year Is upward of 534,000,- 
000. While tbe months of May and 
June nearly nlwnya show a balance on 
the right side of tbe government's ac- 
count books, many fear that tbe de- 
ficit nt tlie od(1 of tbe fiscal year, Juno 
30, will reach $30,000,000. Tlie problem 
of tbe deficit Is n serious one In tbe 
opinion of tbe treasury officials. The 
cash balance In tbe treasury has de- 
clined to $183,181,777, Including tho 
amounts held by tbe national bank de- 
positories, and Secretary Shaw has 
found It necessary to withdraw from 
the banks $20,000,000. Tbe cash bal- 
ance actually on band In tbe treasury 
Is said by some to bare fallen below 
tho po!r4 of absolute safety. ■,

TWO CLASSES OF OAKS. 



One Notable for Its Wood, tke Other 
for Its Brilliancy of Coloring. 

The great oak family might be di- 
vided into two classes; those that 
ripen their n corn a In one season, such 
as the white, post and moBsy-cup oaka, 
and those which requlro two full 
years, such as the red, scarlet and 
black oaks, says Edwin W. Foster in 
May St. Nicholas. To tho Orst class 
belong tho chestnut oak and tbo llvo 
oak at the South. This latter tree for 
generations played an Important part 
In shipbuilding, but has now been su- 
perseded by Iron and steel. The leaf, 
which Is an evergreen, Is entirely 
without Indentations, and Is thick and 
leathery. The wood Is very heavy 
and stronR. 1ms a beautiful grain, nnd 
Is susceptible of taking a high polish. 
At one time this wood was so valua- 
ble tbat our government paid $200,- 
000 for large tracts of land In the 
South.that our navy might be sure 
of a supply of live oak timber. 

To trio econd class of oaks we are 
largely indebted for the gorgeous col- 
ors of our autumn leaves. The red, 
scarlet and pin oaks, with their bril- 
liant reds, scarlets and browns, ore 
close competitors with the maple in 
giving our American landscape the 
most wonderful autumn colorings to 
be found anywhere In the world. 
These three trees have leaves which 
at first glance aro quite similar, but 
by careful examination may always be 
distinguished.

Deceived the Natives. 

Only a few weeks ago It was an- 
nounced to the world that vaccination 
was not a new thing, but that, on the 
contrary, it had been known ages ago 
to the natives of India. It was Lord 
AmptbUI who made the claim for the 
anUqnlty of ,cowpox Inoculation. His 
lor£sii!p quoted as his authority a 
parage from a book by Dbawantarla, 
the greatest of the ancient physicians, 
In which vaccination was clearly de- 
scribed. Now, however, it Is said that 
this passage was merely an Interpo- 
lation. The British Medical Journal 
tells the following story ot It: 

"According to Sir John Malcolm, a 
well-known Scotch surgeon, on tho In- 
troduction of vaccine Inoculation Into 
India, the practice met with great op- 
position from the natives. In order 
to overcome their prejudices Mr. Ellis 
of Madras, who was well versed In 
Sanskrit literature, composed a short 
poem on vaccination In that language. 

"This poem was Inscribed on old 
paper and was said to have been Just 
discovered. Tho object of tho pious 
fraud was that the impression of vac- 
cination's' antiquity might help to rec- 
oncile the ralndB of Brahmins to tho 
uso of a prophylactic drawn from 
their sacred cow,"

Bank Notes Stand Much Handling. 

That Uncle Sam's notes stand a 
great deal of rough and careless 
handling Is a fact that Impresses 
Itself upon any one who has ever 
chanced to note tho manner In which 
the average cashier pulls and jerks 
tho bills before , he pushes them 
through the window to the waiting 
patron. / 

A single treasury note . measures 
3% Inches In width by 7^4 Inches In 
length. It will sustain, without 
breaking, lengthwise, a weight of 41 
pounds; crosswise, a weight of 81 
pounds. Tho notes run four to a 
sheet— a sheet being 8% Inches wide 
by 13)6 inches long. One of- these 
sheets lengthwise will suspend 108 
pounds, and crosswise 177 pounds. 

It will he observed that a single 
note Is capable of sustaining, cross- 
wise, a weight of 91 pounds, which 
1b twice the amount by nine pounds, 
of tho weight the note can sustain 
lengthwise; while In tho case of tho 
sheet, tho crosswise sheet lacks 39 
pounds of double the sustaining pow- 
er ot the lengthwise BheeL — EhlladeV 
phlii Record. 

1 Rejected Candidates.

The record lu the 
southeast continues bettor than that 
In any other section of the country, 
yet even here there is n loss. Ash- 
vlllo, however, presents tho astonish- 
lug record of slxty-elgltt baptisms hi 
every ten marriages, the highest ratio 
ever known, so fnr as our records ex- 
tend.

Heat Hone to Itnlse. 

There Is no doubt that the best horse 
for tho fanner to raise Is the draft 
horse, 'ine former needs sometimes 
to raise roadsters and driving horses; 
'but in tho main the draft leads nil oth- 
ers. The demand Is not bo much for 
an improved kind of horse as for a 
(first-class animal of the kinds we now 
have. The draft horse cnu be raised 
with little expense to the farmer,' and 
ho begins to pay bis way before the 
time comes to market him. The draft 
colt works in easily with the general 
work of the farm. The farmer may 
find It difficult to sell n light harness 
horso for cnrrlngo purposes, but- he 
never has trouble In selling n first- 
class draft horse. In nny event It 
should be remembered that It requires 
no more labor to enro for a good draft 
horso thnn for a poor one. The horse 
of quality will consume no more feed 
thnn the other, but the margin between 
cost nnd selling price Is very much 
greater In the case of the good horse 
than between the cost and Belling price 
of the Inferior horse. 



Feeding of Itrnn to Poultry* 

It Is certainly excellent for poultry 
and one point In the favor ot bran Is 
that It contains a much larger propor- 
tion of lime than nny other cheap food 
derived from grain, and, ns the shells 
of eggs are composed of lime, it Is es- 
sential that food rich In lime should 
be provided, writes A. V. Meorach In 
Western Poultry Journal. It may be 
urged that the use of oyster shells will 
provide lime, but It will be found tlmt 
it Is tho lime In the food that Is most 
serviceable because it is In a form that 
can be better digested and assimilated 
than carbonate of lime. Clover Is cer- 
tainly also rich In lime, nnd when a 
mush of cut clover nnd bran is given 
to tho fowls they will need no oyster' 
shells or ether mineral matter ns a 
source from which to provide lime for 
the shells of eggs.

The ro may 
bo discrimination in freight ralen- 
which Is Just, reasonable aud Impera- 
tively required by the complex com- 
mercial' and geographical condition n 
with which expert rate makers hnve 
to deal. To abolish such open and 
honest discrimination might paralyze- 
the Industries of cities, States anil, 
whole sections of our national terri- 
tory. 

This distinction between Just nnoh 
unjust discrimination Is clearly recog- 
nized In the conclusions of the Inter- 
national Hallway Congress, published* 
yesterday; 

"Tariff! ihoutd he bafHi on commercial 
ptlttvliilfs, tsklttf Into Kccuunt the apeclat 
condition* which hear upon ttie commercial 
value ot the Rcrvlrea rendered. With ths 
reservation that rates aha! I he charged with- 
out urultrsrT discrimination to all shipper*-

Tcnm.tetV Htnijj K le Involve* lleavy

Tim Htrlke of tiio tenmrters 1ms involv- 
ed tho bus! n ens Intercuts of Chicago In 
enormous losses, cost tiio Htrlkera grrnt 
siuih In lost) of wages and decreased tho 
earnings: of employed union teamsters to 
n material extent tlirouj-li strike fund ns- 
neasihctits. It has bven a source of heavy 
expense to thotlty nml county and for 
weeks has kept tho city in a state of 
violence nml disorder, remiltlng In ulna 
dtathFi ami Injury to nearly 300 person h. 

It Is it sympathetic strike, growing out 
,of a labor Issue which had been prncli- 
cally dead for months, but" was inexpli- 
cably revived. Tills was tho trouble of 
tiio garment workers, which dates back 
to the middle of last November, At 
that time tho Wholesale Tailors' Asso- 
ciation, following negotiations for tlis 
•renewal or contracts, which the employ* 
ers claimed hail been broken by tho 
union, declared for Hie open shop, mid be- 
tween wnlkonts and lockouts over 0,000 
garment workers boou were Idle. 

Montgomery Ward & Co. kept their 
union garment workers employed until 
Dec. 14, when the union protested 
against the Ilrm sending out piecework to 
two non-union tailors, nml Business 
Agent Ollvey called out the "union work- 
ers. Their ptnec*', as bail been the case 
with other, couccrns, were filled with 
non-uuiou men. • 

Early tb Is year the garment workers 
appealed to the tunmsters for assistance, 
but nothing come of it until the latter 
part of March, when the drivers began to 
nnsiinio n threatening attitude, so far as 
Montgomery Wnrd & Co. were concern- 
ed. Theu nu ultimatum was submitted 
to the linn by the toaimttcrs demanding, 
that the garment workerV trouble bo 
submitted to arbitration. This was dis- 
regarded, nud April 7 tho sevonty-ons 
tcamatrtrs employ ed by tho firm walked 
out. 

The Arm demnndod police protection 
and began sending protected enravans 
through the streets. At the, same time 
tho manngers of the express companies 
met and decided lliat teamsters who re- 
fused to' deliver to Montgomery Ward 
& Co. would be discharged. In the mean- 
time C. P. Shea, International president 
of the teamsters, bad been. called to the 
city nml took nrtlvo chnrge of the strike. 

Matters, quickly assumed a mora seri- 
ous aspect, nml April ltt the employers 
met and organized the Employers' Team- 
ing Company, Steps for nggrcsalvo ac- 
tion were taken. Stock to tl\e amount 
of 5100,000 was subscribed within a few 
minutes, and the purchase of horses and 
trucks began, and already there was talk 
of applying for federal Injunctions 
against interference with the operations 
of the compnny, which was incorporated 
under the laws of West Virginia. 
. The' teamsters nlso at this point as- 
sumed a bolder attitude and began to 
extend the strike. The union proposed 
arbitration, but the employers maintain- 
ed that as they wero not involved In the 
garment workers* strike and as the team- 
Btcrs had broken coutrncta there was 
nothing to arbitrate. 

• Preside ut Hhcn demanded that tho 
striking teamsters of Montgomery Ward 
Jt Co. be rciiiHtated, but that firm put 
the proposition up to the Employers' As- 
sociation, nnd the latter orgaulzatlon de- 
cided against the reinstatement of strik- 
I ng. ton maters by any 'of the companies 
involved, 

April 27 the strike was resumed with 
renewed vigor nnd extended to scores of 
wholesale and retail establishments which 
had dealings with Montgomery Ward & 
Co. Within twenty-four hours 2,800 
teamsters were out, nnd the following 
day the number wns Increased to 3, 500. 

The first *nid sought in the federal 
courts was April 28, when nn Injunction 
was secured ngulust Interference with 
employes, wit Rons or barns, of the Em- 
ployers' Teaming Company. As the 
strike progressed other iujuuctlous were 
asked, and altogether nine of these writs 
hnve been Issued. At tho 'same time the 
matter was tuken- before the Cook county 
grand jury, and April 20 Indictments 
wero voted against, President Shea and 
eleven other union officials for conspiracy 
to ruin the business of Montgomery 
Ward & Co ; 

With the beglunlng of Mny, rioting', 
slugging and general disturbances by 
mobs in the streets developed to such, an 
extent that the. entire police force' was 
kept on constunt reserve duty. Under 
tlieso conditions the exertions of the po- 
lice were taxed to their utmost, and As- 
Rit sunt Chief Sell net tier, who had direct 
charge of the strike, was given 800 addi- 
tional policemen. 

A committee of business men called 
on Gov. Dencen and urged- him to call 
out the State militia, but he refused on 
tho -ground thnt tho resources of the 
county bad not been exhausted, At this 
point Sheriff Barrett became a factor In 
the strike and began swearing in deputy 
sheriffs, the. number finally reaching 

y,ooo. v 

The extra cost' to the city to date for 
added police. service, Including allowances 
for meals, to 'the 3,000 policemen kept 
on constant duty,' will foot up nearly 
¥50,000, .nod the expense to. the county 
for special deputy sheriffs will aggregate 
$35,000. -The losses In business to the 
wholesale and retail firms involved In the 
strike Is roughly estimated at $5,00<V 
000, while railroad freight .business Is 
■aid to have suffered to the extent of 
more thau $1,000,000. Tho amount lost 
In wages by the striking toumstori is 
estimated at, $250,000, nud the amount 
paid as assessments into the strike fuud 
by working members of the union 
reaches close to $100,000. . 

• - Efforts toward pence were numerous, 
various ' commissions and- committees be- 
ing appointed by tho Mayor from time 
to time, but all to no purpose. Whoa 
President Roosevelt vlBlted tho'ettythi 
labor leaders presented a protest to him, 
but his neutral stand nnd his firm declar- 
ation that order must he maintained and 
that to assure It tho State stood behind 
tho city aud tho nation behind the State, 
afforded no satisfaction to tho strikers, 

• Chicago and Alton employes have been 
UiBtructed not only to give up drinking 
Intoxicating liquors, but to stay away 
from gambling places and dance halls. 
The company says It means to keep , Its 
mon up to as high a physical and, mental 
standard : as possible, v 

The Public Service Corporation of 
Now Jersey has posted notices prohibit* 
lag all employes of Its car lines from 
gambling or betting in any form. Inves- 
tigation hod showed that a larfo number 
of employes were gambling away tielr 
earnings on paydays, ' 



WEATHER NOT GOOD FOR CROPS 



Heavy Balm Ddnjr Work and Cool 
Ntghta Retard Germination. 

Tho weather bureau's weekly bulletin 
Riiminnrizcs crop comlltons us follows: 

Tito weather .conditions of tha week 
ending May 22 "have been generally Un- 
favorable, except in portions of the mid- 
dle, south Atlantic nud gulf Htntcs ami 
upper Mississippi nnd Mlsnourl valleys, 
tha southern Uocky mountain region and 
California. Frcii'ucnt'nnd lu some cases 
heavy ruins hnve delayed work In east- 
trn districts nud on the north Pacific 
const, hut Improved conditions of grains 
nnd grasses, while cool nights and cloudy 
weather havo retarded gennl nation nnd 
growth' I u nearly nil districts, I' rusts 
more or less damaging occurred In Now 
Englnnd, the northern portion of the 
middle Atlantic States, In Ohio, the 
northern Itocky mountnln region, In Ore- 
gon nud Washington. 

Further dolny lu corn planting Is re- 
ported from Ohio, Indiana nnd Illinois 
nud much replanting Is necessary lu the 
first and Inst named States as well as In 
Iowa aud Nebraska. Planting Is nearly 
completed in ' southern Missouri and 
about three-fourths of the area Is plant- 
ed In Iowa and northern Missouri, most- 
ly finished In Ncbrnskn and central III- 
nols, nnd this work is now being vigor- 
ously pushed In Indiana nnd Kentucky. 
On dry, warm soils lu Iowa genninntlon 
is fairly good, but corn needs warmth nnd 
sunshine to Insure satisfactory growth. 
Cutworms are damaging in the Ohio val- 
ley and' portions of the middle and south 
Atlantic States, while the crop Is suffer- 
ing from lack of cultivation In the last- 
named district and In the States of tho 
lower Mlsssslppl valley. 

Winter wheat generally continues 
promlaug, although complaints of rust 
nre received from Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Missouri, Oklahoma nnd Texas and re- 
ports of short straw from portions of the 
middle Atlantic States, Illinois and Mis- 
souri. Tho crop Is beginning to head 
In southern Nebraska. Wi»tor wheat 
is doing well In California, bending nice- 
ly' In Oregon, n ml looking well, but mak- 
ing Blow progress in Wnslhugton owing 
to heavy frosts, which cut down some 
grain In low valleys, 

More favorable weather conditions dur- 
ing the latter pnrt of the week have 
caused spring wheat to Improve rapidly, 
and this crop Is now making satisfactory 
progress, except on lowlands lu North 
Dakota, where slight damage was done 
by flooding, nud some scattered fields of 
the late sown nre thin In South Dakota, 
Spring wheat Is advancing satisfactorily 
In Oregon, nnd though heavy frosts caus- 
ed some damage In low valleys in Wash- 
ington the crop will recover and is 'look- 
lug well. 

The general condition of onts is sntis- 
fnctory. Tho crop ,as a whole has made 
good growth, although retarded by cool 
and cloudy weather In Minnesota dur- 
ing the fore part of the week and by 
Hoods In portions of Ohio, while some 
scattered fields tiro thin in Nebraska and 
South Dakota and considerable rust Is 
reported from northern Texas. Whllo 
good Rtnuds of cotton nre generally re- 
ported from the eastern and central sec- 
tions of the cotton belt, cool nights have 
checked growth ami the staple is suf- 
fering from lack of sunshine nnd culti- 
vation, complaints of grassy fields being 
received from nearly every State in these 
two sections. Planting is finished In 
Sob tli Carolina nud Alabama, nearly 
completed In North Carolina and Mis- 
sissippi, but about 25 per cent of the 
nren remalus to ho planted hi Louisaim 
and Arkansas. 

Tobacco plants are plentiful In Ken- 
tucky nud transplanting continues in that 
State ns well ns hi Indiana, Mary I nnd 
nml North Carolina. Considerable has 
been planted In Virginia, hut the soil Is 
too wet locally for this work. The crop 
is suffering from lack of proper cultiva- 
tion In North Carolina 

Less favorable reports are received 
regarding apples. Prospects for this 
crop are deteriorating in Missouri, the 
bloom is not ns full ns usual In New 
England, dropping is reported from Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Tennessee nnd southern 
Illinois nnd less promising conditions are 
Indicated In Ohio. In other principal 
nppje-growiiig States tho crop continues 
prom Is lug.

Bothwcll Pulford, the richest man in 
Savanna, 111., whose name has been most 
prominently mentioned In connection with 
the murder of Dan- 
iel S. Uerry. killed 
himself Thursday 
moruiug In. the hay 
loft Of Ids bam. His 
death makes, the 
second tragedy In 
the town of Snvan- 
nn In which the 
names of the mur- 
dered mutt nud the 
wife of tho suicide 
have boihi closely 
connected. 
D, a. mkhhy, Pulford ended his 

.life with ti single .bullet. He wont Into 
tho barn' at 7:20 o'clock, Cllmbng to 
the loft he stood near the west window, 
pressed the muzzle of his revolver 
against the right side of his forehead, 
fired and fell back dead, 

Pul ford's death is the climax of fivo 
years of domestic unhnpplness, In which 
the names, of Mrs, Pulford and Daniel 
S. Berry were freely linked together by 
almost every one lu tho town of Suva u- 
na. 

For two months "not" Pulford bos 
shown signs of the terrible mental strain 
under which he labored, a correspondent 
asserts. When Daniel S. Berry' was 
killed In Pulford's opera house and the 
euthnrttes' began to question Pulford It 
wn'tt evident to those who knew him best 
thnt Pulford's mind was glvng way. "lie 
la not mentally .sound." said Chief of 
Police C. C. Parker, "I nm afraid ho 
will kill himself," Parker's predict ion 
■came true. . . v r 

Pulford's death ends tho Ufa of a man 
.who rose from a poor boy to the position 
of ono of the' wealthiest men in Carroll 
county, According, to all reports, the 
pooplo of Savanna will always associate 
'the murder of Berry with tho suicide of 
"Bot" Pulford. ' ■
